The Yale Electi on Again- 

It has boon attempted to bo 
shown that in an articlo on 
thia subject the other day we 
presented the case unfairly and 
did injustioo to Mr. Beaven who, in 
interposing to delay the oloction, was 
solely prompted by a patriotic desire 
to see the Yale District, in common 
with all the others, represented in the 
Dominion House of Commons. Such 
a view of-the case would no doubt bo 
very nattering and agreeable to Mr. 
Boavon, and it would bo so pleasant to 
be able to concur therein. "Unfortu- 
nately for him, however.it is not borne 
©ut by facts. "We are asked if it 
"would not have been more honorable 
to have published tho information con- 
tained in tho Returns, instead of mak- 
ing false statements, and consequent- 
ly false deductions." Our answer is 
that thore did not appear to bo any 
necessity for occupying ourcolumns to 
the extent of publishing tho whole of 
theso Returns, and to publish a part 
could not do justice to tho whole; nor 
are wo conscious of having, in the 
course of our observations, made either 
false statements or false deductions. 
But what Bhall bo thought of our con- 
temporary when it is known that, 
while professing to publish tho 
Returns in order that tho pub- 
lio might read and judge for them- 
selves, THE KEY DESPATCH IS 
DEFTLY OMITTED AND THE PIVOT 
DATE IS FALSIFIED TO SUIT? If 
the reader will follow us attentively, it 
will be seen that; such is the case: On 
the 31st January tho Hon. P. O'Reilloy 
sontthe following despatch to tho Deputy 
Minister of Justioe, at Ottawa: — 

"There are 15 polling places, soiuo -100 
miles from nomination. At this soaaon 
communication only on show-shoos;— at 
least 60 days travol there and back. Re- 
turns from threo outljing places cannot 
be received and Election declared at Yalo 
before the middle of April; if returned 
on 12th Maroh three-fourths of district 
will be disfranchised. What must I do?" 

To this tho Deputy Minister of Jus- 
tice replied: 

"The election must tako place. Fix the 
polling day as late as possible, before 12th 
March; and if there is a contestation, m^ke 
a special return as to places too distant to 
Be heard from." 

Aware of the purport of these telegrams, 
Mr. Beaven, on tho 6th February, sent tho 
following telegram to tho Hon. Mr. Mac- 
kenzie: — 

"Impossible to send Notice of Election 
to the polling places in Yale district with- 
in the time specified by Peter O'Ricily, 
Returning Officer. Can you telegraph 
instructions to him to extend tirno iu or- 
der that polling can take place in each 
division throughout the District; other- 
wise large numbers of voters disfranchis- 
ed and District not fairly represented. 
Telegraph instructions immediately, or 
too late." 

Now, at tho time Mr. Reavon sent this 
dispatch he was not only aware of the 
nature of the arrangements made to moet 
the difficulty as far as it was possible to 
moet it, BUT HE ALSO KNEW RIGHT 
WELL— NO MAN IN THE COUNTRY 
KNEW BETTER— THAT WHAT HE 
URGED MR. MACKENZIE TO DO 
MUST HAVE INEVITABLY RESULT- 
ED IN THE VIRTUAL DISFRAN- 
CHISEMENT OF THE CONSTITUEN 
CY AS A WHOLE! Tho conclusion that 
his object was to prevent ;Mr. Dewdnoy 
taking his seat that session, and that, in 
order to accomplish this object, ho would 
willingly have left the important District 
without a represontativo during the ses- 
sion, is not only justified, but.irrosistible. 
We have stated that tho pivot dato has 
been falsified in order to cover up this 
bit of rascality which tho public aro ask- 
ed to regard as patriotism. Mr. Beavon's 
dispatch to Mr. Mackenzie was dated Fe- 
bruary 6th. His organ makes it the 5th. 
Now this may appear at tho first blush a 
very trilling discrepancy; but a littlo at- 
tention to tho following facts will show 
that it is important, and was doubtless 
done with deep design: No sooner had 
Mr. Dewdnoy turned his face towards 
Yalo than the assassin's dagger was plung- 
ed in his bitukt Mr. Dewdney's answer 
to Mr. DeCosmos' cowardly slander wus 
printed at Now Westminster, and reached 
Victoria on the 5th February , just in time 
to spoil, or contribute towards tbo spoil- 
ing of Mr. DoOosmos' famous public 
meeting hold at Philharmonic Hall, on 
the ovening of that day. Mark well the 
sequouco: War to the hilt against Mr. 
Dewdnoy was that night declared by tho 
DeCoBuiosites. Tho "Bamboo Chief" 
gnashed his teeth and sworo by the scalps 
of his ancestors (tho Smith's) that if Mr. 
Ohisholm could not bo elected, Mr. 
Deudney B.hould at least bo put to the in- 
convenience and expense of a contest and 
proventod taking his seat during the 
then approaching session. It was as his 
instrument, and iu pursuance of this pa- 
triotio resolvo that, on the following mom 
ing, to wit, tho 6th February, Mr. Beaven 
sent the above telegram to Mr. Macken- 
zie! Tho motivo for omitting Mr. O'Riol- 
ly's despatch and tho reply thereto and 
changing tho dato of Mr. Beaveu's tele- 
gram from the 6th to tho 5th, has, we 
trust, now been inado sufficiently clear. 
We might, in reply to the hypocritical 
pretension that the local Government 
wero so vory solicitous thatovory District 
in tho Province particularly tho Yalo 
District, should be represonfod during tho 
important session last past, advert to tho 
attompts of Mr. Wulkem about the same 
timo to get up an opponition to Mr. 
Thompson, in tho Cariboo District, know- 
ing right well that tho only result could 
bo to p. event that gentleman taking his 
Beat until tho session would bo far advanc- 
ed, if not ended. We aro awaro that a 
diplomatic and evasive denial has been 
givon; but His true, nevertheless, and sus- 
septibla of proof that such attempts were 
made! It will be unnecessary, bowovor, 
to enter at greater length into this sub- 
ject: as all fair minds must bo convinced 
of the complicity of tho Local Govern- 
ment and tho guilt of Mr. Beaven.

Iioas of a British Steamer- 

News has been received at Ply- 
mouth of tho loss of the British Ad- 
miral, a new iron Btonmer, bound 
from Liverpool for Australia. She- 
was on she first voyage, and had on 
board 89 passengers and crew. Some 
timo after leaving Livopool she lost 
her masts in tho Bay of Biscny, and 
had to return to port for now^ onos. 
Onhor second attempt sho was 'struck 
by a heavy sea, which damagod her 
chronometor and compasses. Sho 
failed to mako n landfall oil' Capo Ot- 
way Light on the 23rd of May, and 
struck on tho fatal roofs of King's Is- 
land, Bass'B Strait. An effort was 
made to wear ship, but sho only fell 
broadside on tho rocks. At about 3 n. 
m. 49 passengers, awakenod from 
sleop, rushed on deck to find tho ship 
crashing against tho granite rocks, anil 
every sen. making a clean breach over 
her. One small boat was all that 
could bo launched, and in this tho se- 
cond mate, four seamen, and three 
passongers put off. All tbo other 
bouts wero smashed by falling spars, 
and the rest of tho passongers, who 
had congregated by tho mizzenmast, 
wont down with the ship into deep 
water within a few minutes. The 
boat capsized in the breakers, and only 
threo of tho party managed to regain 
her. Mr. Nicholson, son of an ex- 
Premier of Victoria, who had been to 
England for his health, was among 
those lost. He might have boon sav- 
ed, but ho lost his life in a vain at- 
tempt to save two little children from 
the floating wreckage. Tho third mate, 
startled from a sick bed, went down 
with the ship, and on coming to the 
surface seized a plank, on which ho 
reached tho shore, Ho was tho only 
officer saved. Tho other survivors 
wore Mr. O'Grady, saloon passenger; 
D. Keys, J. Jones, and J. Harold, 
streerago passengers ;Maggard, Baker, 
and Davidson, seamen. At daylight 
they managed to make a tent out of 
some wreckage, and were fortunate 
enough to find some provisions and 
spirits washod ashore. They remain- 
ed on the island, after being found by 
another seaman named Coningham 
who had escaped on a lloating spar 
until tho Kangaroo ketch took them off 
During the interval they found and 
buried all tho bodies that had been 
washed ashore. They wero landed at 
Melbourne on the 1st of June. 



The "Wesloyau Conference of Groat 
Britian was held last month at Cam- 
borne. Tho Rev. Dr. Punshon was 
chosen president by 220 votes, against 
forty-eight for tho Rev. W. Arthur. 
Tho Rev. Grevaiso Smith was almost 
unanimously elected socrotary. Dr. 
Punshon, in his inaugural address, 
protested against sacredotalism and 
unbelief, which, coming from opposite 
poles, but with strange kinship, wore 
threatening the land. A great deal, 
he observed, had been said about u- 
nion, or rather he absorption. On this 
subject ho would give no uncertain 
sound. Tho Methodist Church was 
God-made. He would not build on 
the ruins of others. It was no joy to him 
that thero wero irritations in other 
churches; but Methodism could not 
be moved from tho position in which 
God had placed it. The timo had 
gone by when they could accept union 
on any but equal terms. Subsequent- 
ly an address to tho Quoen, on the 
marriage of tho Duko of Edinburgh, 
was adopted.

Terms Meeting. 

At a mooting of tho Electors of tho Lil- 
looet District held at Mr. Carsou's on Pa- 
vilion Mountain, on tho 1st d ay of Aug., 
187-1, Mr. R, llooy was called to tho chair, 
and T. A. Swart selected Secretary, 

The following preamble and resolutions 
•were unanimously adopted. 

Whereas tho people of thin District view 
•with rogrot tho nctiou taken by tho Do- 
minion Govornment, in nou-fullilniont of 
tho Tonus of Union, therefore ho it 

Resolved — That in consequence of tho 
announcement by Mr. Mackenzie of tho 
impossibility of complying with tho time 
limit for the completion of tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway as embodied in tho 11th 
article of tho Terms of Union, lie it 

Resolved — That this meeting is of opin- 
ion thnt it is advisable to extend tho said 
time limit without prejudice to nny of 
tho conditions of tho Terms of Union. 

Provided that tho Dominion Govern- 
ment commence actual construction of 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway on tho main- 
laud in tho Province of British Columbia 
early in tho year 1S75 and push that por- 
tion of tho Railway on to completion with 
tho utmost vigor; and expend not less 
than three millions of dollars annually, 
exclusive of the cost of the purchase of 
material, and wo would also recommend 
that tho work of construction be com- 
menced in tho interior of tho mainland of 
tho Cascades, simultaneously with the 
conimoncomont at the seaboard. 

Resolved — That wo will not accept of a 
waggon-road and tolegraph lino on tho 
mainland in lieu of a Railroad. 

Resolved — That this meeting endorse 
tho action of our senior member, tho Hon. 
T. B. Humphreys, and horoby extend to 
him a renewal of our confidence. 

Resolved — That tho Secretary bo in- 
structed to present the Hon. T. B. Hum- 
phreys with a copy of tho foregoing Bo- 
solutions. 

Resolved — That tho thanks of this meet- 
ing bo tendered to Mr. R. Carson for his 
genorous hospitality, (Signed)

Tho Municipal Land Purchase. 

i " Thoro's many a slip 'twixt tho cup 
and tho lip." " A little bird hath told 
it," that Mr. Robertson, City Barrister, 
has given it as his opinion that tho By- 
law to purchase the land on Douglas 
street for a City Hall cauuot have forco 
and effect until tho same shall havo been 
submitted, to tho Ratepayers and sanc- 
tioned by their vote!! Perhaps tho Coun- 
cillors who crowed so lustily over tho 
supposed •' failure " of a certain petition 
will now see why it was withdrawn from 
circulation. Now, if the Ratepayers 
sanction the purchase there can and will 
bo no further objection raised. 

Tub water-plug at tho intersection of 
Government and Yatos streets has been 
in a damagod and insecure condition for 
some time. It is not only dangerous to 
horses' foot, but the water issuing from 
it forms a puddle and is injuring tho 
. street. Tho attention of those whoso 
businoss it is to remedy the defect has 
been called to tho matter, but in vain. 
Will tho authorities do their duty? 

Piunce Leopold's Grant.— A meeting 
of English Republicans, attended by 
about 1,000 persons, was held on July tho 
28th, in Trafalgar Square, London— Geo. 
Odgor presiding — to protest against the 
grant to Prince Leopold. A resolution 
coudomning tho grant, and another cen- 
suring tho Government for not giving duo 
notice, was passed. One of tho speakers, 
who called tht Prince a lazy young scoun- 
drol, was hissed. An amendment approv- 
ing of tho grant was lost by a largo ma- 
jority. _ 

The total number of recruits raissd in 
Groat Britain for the army in 1873 was 
17,194. This was rather less than in 1872. 
The physique and stamina of tho men 
Were. xery satisfactory. More men could 
have boon had if necessary, as tho condi- 
tion of a eoldior is now hotter than it ever 
was before. Five feet five inches is at 
prosent tho infantry standard. In no other 
European army is "tho standard so high. 

Accident. — Yesterday, while a thrash- 
ing-machine was in full operation at Mr. 
George Dean's, an Indian lad of thirteen 
summers, who appears to havo been there 
for his own amusement, had both logs so 
badly crushed that amputation will have 
to bo performed, should reaction set in 
and the boy bo able to stand it. Ho lies 
at tho Royal Hospital. 

■Lecture. — Addio L. Ballon delivered 
a very eloquent and well-timed leoturo 
on tho ''Origin of Man" at tho Theatre 
last ovening. Sho was listened to atten- 
tively by a large audience, The lecturess 
accopts tho theory of Darwin in toto. Her 
remarks were much applauded, and at 
tho oloso a collection was taken up. 

Bitten by a Hog. — A fow days ago 
Mr. E. Wilson, drayman, was bitten 
upon tho hand by a hog. Ho thought 
nothing of tho injury at tho time; but last 
night tho hand and arm wero swollen to 
an immense size and the patient was pro- 
nounced seriously ill. 

It is reokoned that in Great Britain nud 
Irqjand there aro G,000,000 acres of peat 
UMfwhioh, on an average of 12 foot 
dafth of peat, would yield 12,000 tons of 
fuel per aero, a very powerful auxiliary 
to the supply of fuel, and one which will 
materially stave oil' tho day of tho exhaus- 
tion of tho coal Holds, 

Di!ATn. — Mr. Edward Wat ion (of the 
firm of Watson A- Johnson, Gorge Hotel,) 
died last evening of consumption. He 
•was an old resident and formerly carried 
ou tho jewelry business in town. 

The Reciprocity Treaty.— A manufac- 
turers' meeting was hold at Hamilton on 
tho 11th to consider tho projected Treaty, 
but tho attondanoo was very slim and tho 
affair looked very much liko a failure. 

For Hastings. —Tho ships Don Eoraaii- 
dot and Gazia havo arrived from Chili to 
load with lumber at Hastings Mills for 

,r.i ISO. 



Tho Indian Liquor Law. 

Some time ago wo drew attention to 
tho fact that tho definition clause of this 
law was inapplicable to tho Indians in 
this Province and expressed tho four that 
tho law must be a dead-letter in couse- 
quoucojthereof. As we mentioned at tho 
time, tho matter had been brought under 
tho notico of tho Govornment at Ottawa 
by Lieut.-Col. Powoll. Wo now learn 
with satisfaction that tho difficulty has 
been successfully overcome. It has boon 
done in this way: Under authority of tho 
eleventh section thereto enabling, tho 
Governor-General has issued his Procla- 
mation suspending tho eighth section in 
so far as British Columbia and, wo pro- 
sumo, Manitoba aro concerned. This will 
throw us back on tho definition of our own 
old Ordinance, and render tho now, and 
in many respects better, law operative 

Not Concerned. — Tho Loudon Times 
of a lato dato says: " Honthaler, tho 
priest arrosted on suspicion of being an 
accomplice in tho attempted assassination 
of Prince Bismarck, has boon liberated, 
his innocence having been fully estab- 
lished. He had been anxious to seo the 
Prince; and on tho morning of tho attack 
he remained for several hours near his 
residence, asking the bystanders when ho 
usually left his quarters. Kulmann ac- 
costed him whilo thus occupied and soli- 
cited alms, which Hanthaler gavo him. 
On the Prince's carriage coming out, the 
priest endeavoured to procure a good po- 
sition. Finding that from where ho was 
standing nothing could bo seen, bo ac- 
cordingly crossed over right m front of 
tho horses, and his long robe got entangl- 
ed in the horse's logs, tho carriage had to 
be Stopped, tho shot being tired at that 
very moment. When arrested an hour 
afterwards at tho Schweinfurt Railway 
Station, ho appeared very depressed, na- 
turally fearing that his conduct might be 
seriously misconstrued, but a three 
days' inquiry has absolved him." 

Hard on Tilton. — Tho Beeohor-Tilton 
matter has brought out some lino writing 
ou tho part of the Now York papers. For 
instance, the World stigmatizes Tilton as 
"Koprophagous," and tho Star goes for 
him as follows: — '-Heroic creature! Phy- 
sically ho stands at least six feet and a 
half m his socks. Ho has hair like Ab- 
salom and legs like a giraffe, in all his 
strength ho stands a man of giant frame 
and self-abused brain, an apology for a 
heart, and about as much pluck as would 
carry a sickly rooster through a mimic 
light with pullets * " Confessedly a 
liar, obviously a poltroon, hypocritical 
with his friends, brutal at home, eaten 
with tho acrid bito of solf-conccit, desti- 
tute of honor, a wreck at forty, bankrupt 
in all that men hold dearest, poisoning on 
tho arch of notoriety, with tho stake of a 
suicido in his heart, his hair alloat — and 
a 'morry twinkle' in his eye. * * The 
friends of Mr. Bocchor will claim that ho 
is a liar, a debauchee, unfaithful in every 
phaso of lifo, destitute of honor and 
worthless as a witness." 



SanJJcan Island Fobttfications and 
Surveys. — Mr. War bass, J. P., who ai- 
rived from San Juan Island yesterday, 
reports that seven reserves have boon sur- 
veyed and laid out by Gen. Michelor, U. 
S.A., for military purposes. Several forts 
will bo commenced shortly. The survey 
of settlors' lands on the Island is being 
pushed ahead \igoronsly, and it is 
thought that in a few weeks all disturb- 
ing questions will bo sottlod in a satisfac- 
tory manner. 

Germany's Great Sensation is ns 
nearly a- parallol of tho Bo?cher-Tilton 
scandal as it could well bo. Tho Prelate, 
Augustus KapfF, occupies tho samo po- 
sition relatively that Mr. Beechor holds, 
and tho parallel is carried out in the char- 
actor of the woman implicated, in her re- 
lations to her pastor, in her conduct after 
discovery, and in tho manner oi tho de- 
fense, 

Postal Irregularities. -Complaints of 
inexcusable irregularities in tho mail ser- 
vice of tho adjacent districts, particularly 
Saanich, are constantly reaching us, and 
wo fool it to bo our duty to direct the at- 
tention of tho authorities to the subject 
with the hope and belief that it will bo 
immediately remedied.

£13,000 havo been expended to- 
wards the restoration of tho Cathedral 
of Rochester, and £17,000 more aro re- 
quired to complete tho work. 

Tho widow of a labourer has just 
died on tho 18th insfc. in East Place, 
High-street, Norwood, England, from 
"decay of nature," whose ago was stat- 
ed to be 103 years. 

A medallion in white marble, oxe- 
cuted by the Princess Louise, March- 
ioness of Lome, of tho lato Duchess of 
St. Albans, has boon placed iu tho 
new church at Best wood Park. 

Lady Buto recently openod 
at Cardiff, a now dock, constructed nt 
the cost of her husband. Tho dock is 
said to bo tho largest in the world, and 
upwards of $5,000,000 havo boon ox- 
ponded in its formation. 

A mosaic of rare beauty has been 
placed in the Morning Chapel of St. 
Paul's Cathedral, Loudon, in memory 
of tho late Archdeacon Halo. Tho cost 
has been defrayed by subscription 
among his friends. 

Tho Bishop of Lincoln has issued an 
address calling upon tho Methodists 
of England to return to tho Mother 
Church, and to help in tho work which 
tho Wesleys began within her com- 
munion. 

A memorial bust, by Matthew Noble 
of the late Lord Aberdeen has boon 
placed in tho west aislo of Westmins- 
ter Abbey. It is executed in inarblo, 
mounted on a handsome bronze brack- 
et, and is said to bo a lino portrait. 

In London tho Duke of Manchester 
and other members of tho nobility 
havo founded a Railway Travellers' 
Protective Society. Tho lofty indif- 
ference of railway directors for human 
life or limb has lately been demonstra- 
ted in a manner most, unpleasant to 
the British public. Hence tho Socie- 
ty. 

Tho annual report for 1873 of acci- 
dents on English railways lias been 
published. The total number of acci- 
dents was 12-17 , being ono more than 
the year previous. The total number 
of persons killed was 1,372, and of in- 
jured 3,110, but these figures include 
all killed and injured at crossings, as 
well as servants and employes. There 
wero -10 passengers killed and 1,522 
injured from causes beyond their own 
control. As thero wore •155,272,000 
passenger trips taken during the year, 
it appears that ono traveller out of 
every 2, 815, 450 was killed, and one 
out of every 260,155 was injured. Tho 
yen previous only ore out of eleven 
million passengers was killed, so that 
the number of fatal accidents in 1873 
was almost four times as great in pro- 
portion. 

H. R. H. Prince Leopold appears 
to have met with an accident, the na- 
ture of which, however, is not stated. 
Tho following reference to tho event 
appears in the London papers: — -Wo 
aro authorized to state that His Royal 
Higness Prince Leopold, who met 
with an accident soon after his arrival 
at Osborne, has been confined to his 
room ever since. Although there is 
no longer cause for alarm some timo 
must elapse before Plis Royal High- 
ness can bo restored to health. Sir 
William Jenuer and Sir James Paget 
went to Osborne yesterday morning 
and returned to Loudou in tho eve- 
ning. During tho day Mr. Disraeli 
and a large number of distinguished 
persons called at Marlborough House 
to make inquiries respecting tho health 
of his Royal Highness. 

The recent Ministerial banquet at 
the Mansion House was not very in- 
teresting, except in revealing tho un- 
suspected character of Uowery and al- 
most Persian poetry which lay hidden 
beneath the unpretending exterior of 
of the Lord Mayor (Mr. Alderman 
Lusk). In proposing the health of the 
Royal Family, he said of tho Princess 
of Wales, "With regard to tho Prin- 
cess of Wales, wo all know sho is per- 
fection. She sparkles like a gem of 
fifty facets. Sho is light when sho 
smiles, and she is Beauty whonover 
you seo her." That peroration is ra- 
ther bald, otherwise Hafiz himsolf 
could hardly have excelled the Lord 
Mayor, lu proposing tho health of 
Her Majesty's Ministers, tho Lord 
Mayor was not so flowery, but still, for 
a Liberal, very complimentary. He 
had novor till now sat on tho same 
side of tho House, perhaps ho should 
rather say the same side of tho table, 
as Mr. Disraeli; but so far as it had 
gone, he found it rather agreeable, 
and he had by no means found that 
"distance lends enchantment to tho 
view," but rather neighbourhood. 
Ministers wero working tho ail'airs of 
the nation "carefully, and upon tho 
whole very well. "Mr. Disraeli must not 
think lie (tho Lord Mayor) was an"ex- 
tinct volcano," but, "perhaps it would 
be wise to suppress his liro till a more 
convenient season." — "London Spec- 
tator."

Eastern States. 

New York, Aug. 2(3. — Frank Carpen- 
ter characterises Beochor's statemout 
about him as utterly falso.

Pickettsville, Aug. 26. — Mon aro 
resting on their arms. All roports of 
armed negro bands coming in aro bo- 
lioved to be falso. 

New York, Aug. 20. — Notico is giv- 
en by tho Lighthouse Board that on 
Ootobor tho first, 1874, tho signal at 
Point Bonita, California, will bo tem- 
porarily discontinued for repairs. It 
will bo again in operation about Nov- 
ember 1st, 1874. 

Nashville, Aug. 25. -Tho negroes at 
Pickettsville, six miles from Homboldt 
last Saturday and Sunday, thrcatonod 
a riot on account of some supposed 
wrong dono to them, and manifested 
a disposition to kill two or throe citi- 
zens, and lire and sack tho town. Yes- 
terday H> of tho ringleaders wore ar- 
rested and taken to Tronon and jailed. 
About 1 o'clock this morning, between 
50 and 100 masked men entered the 
town, rode to tho jail, demanded, and 
took tho Hi negroes from jail. Four 
wero killed and two mortally wounded 
at the odgo of the town. They then 
rodo off with the ton, and >t is sup- 
posed killed them, as nothing has boon 
heard from them since. Considerable 
excitement exists among the negroes 
there, and tho whites are taking de- 
fensive stops in case of an outbroak. 

Off Sandy Hook, Aug. 25. — Tho 
Pacific mail steamer City of Peking 
loft anchorage at 7:30 this morning, 
on an excursion trip outside of Long 
Island to Newport, in eolebration of 
her completion and dedication. Throe 
thousand guests availed themselves of 
the invitation and participated, among 
whom wore U. S. Grant, President, 
Belknap, Soct'y of War, Postmaster- 
General Jewell, and C. F. Conant, 
Assistant Scc'ty of Treasury.

Shasta, Cal., Aug. 2(5. — John E. 
Baker, aged 20 years, and Charles 
Crouch, aged 18, wero executed hero 
to-day at 1 o'clock. Tho former for 
the murder of George Kline on the 
30th of December, 1871.

A Tragedy of the Sea- 

On tho 15th of 'March, 1841, tho 
ship William Browne sailed from Liv- 
erpool for Philadelphia with a crew of 
seventeen and sixty-five omigrant pas- 
sengers, men and women. Some 
twenty days out alio struck an iceberg. 
All tho crow and a portion of tho pas- 
sen^ors wero hurried into tho two 
bouts (for sho had but two and thoy 
leaky), and tho ship sunk, carrying 
down with her no loss than thirty-one 
human beings. In tho boats, and es- 
pecially in one of thorn, began tho 
ghastly struggle for life — that desper- 
ate struggle where the intense selfish- 
ness becomes, if not a virtue, venial. 
Ono can hardly read it now without a 
spasm of horror. Here, too, there was 
heroism. The second officer, who, as 
will be seen, was involved afterwards 
in terriblo responsibility, after tho 
tho boats had pushed off from tho 
sinking ship heard tho wail of a sick 
girl and went back and rescued hor. 
After days and nights of suf- 
fering it became necessary for tho com- 
mon safety to thin by some process tho 
holploss crowd which was in the boat; 
and then wo read of heroism of another 
sort, tho heroism of tho victims. Nearly 
all tho passengers were thrown over- 
board and not one of tho craw. Lots 
wore drawn as to who should go lir3t, and 
tho passengers drow them. It was grim- 
ly decided that man and wifo should not 
bo separated, but should be drowned to- 
gether; and they wero. Brother and 
sister had tho same privilege. Now for 
the specific heroism of that dark hour. 
A young man named Frank Askin offer- 
ed livo sovereigns for his life, which was 
refused. Ho then said, and this was tho 
testimony —"Let mo have one hour of 
lifo, If God don't send help then I will 
draw lots, and if it falls on mo, I'll go 
over liko a man." Evon this was roject- 
od, and then he asked fivo minutes to say 
his prayers, which was granted at the in- 
stalled of the negro cook; and then, we 
r~au, "ho wont overboard like a man!" 
Tho boats and the crow wero saved, and 
for the homicide of the passengers under 
those circumstances tho officer who or- 
dered it was tried. Tho result was his 
conviction (although ho was subsequent- 
ly pardoned), tho grand principle of law 
being proclaimed by Judge Baldwin, who 
tried the cause, with which wo closo our 
comment on thoso duties of thoso who go 
down to tho seas in ships: — " Sailors and 
passengers must not bo regarded as in 
equal positions'! Th?. sailor owes more 
to another than to himself, nnd, whilo 
we admit that sailor and snilor may law- 
fully struggle with each other for the 
plank that can save hut ono. wo aro clear 
in the opinion that if tho passenger is on 
tho plank even the law of necessity justi- 
fies not tho sailor who takes it from him."

Burning of the Iiiverpool 
Landing: Stage. 

Tho Liverpool landing stage, so 
familiar to all passengers by Atlantic 
stoamors, has boon destroyed by fire. 
Tho following account of tho catas- 
trophe appeared in tho London 
"Times:" — 

Tho most disastrous fire that has 
occurred in connection with tho port 
of Liverpool throughout all tho period 
of its history has resulted in the total 
destruction of the landing stago, tho 
most extensive and magnificent struc- 
ture of the kind in tho world. The 
firo broko out, about ten minntos past 
three p. m., and so rapid was its spread 
that ;ii loss than half an hour after- 
wards tho eutiro population of both 
sidos of tho river wore made aware of 
tho fact, by tho rising of denso volumes 
of smoke, that in tho neighbourhood 
of tho river a firo of great magnitude 
had broken out. Soon the incredible 
story went round that it was tho land- 
ing stage which was on fire; but the 
possibility that a floating structure, 
isolated but for the iron bridges con- 
necting it with tho piers from every 
other structure, could bo the scone of 
a gigantic conflagration could scarcely 
find placo in the ordinary mind. But 
the smoko arose in great volumes, and 
aftor a brief timo it became known 
that, in spite of tho ample supply of 
water, thoro was every probability that 
tho splendid promenade was doomed 
to dostruction. Tho landing stago 
had boon immensely thronged during 
tho day, aud it was in the very height 
of tho commotion that tho alarm of 
firo was raised — an alarm that left the 
least possible interval for saving any- 
thing from inevitable destruction. Tho 
whole length of tho stago, which had 
beon recently comploted by tho ad- 
dition of a new portion joining the 
old George's and the more recent 
Prince's stage, was nearly a quarter of 
a milo. The cost of tho structure was 
about a quartor of a million sterling. 
It is conjectured that the origin of the 
firo was a gas explosion underneath 
tho nowly added portion, which was 
being fittod with gas-pipes. Tho firo 
sproad quickly underneath the deck of 
the stage, catching tho timber- work 
over the pontoon. Tho stage consist- 
ed principally of 30 iron pontoons and 
a. wooden decking five inches in thick- 
ness. In length it was 507 feet, and 
in width 180 foot 9 inches; its weight 
was 2,000 tons, and it oould boar 40,- 
000 porsons. With the bridges, tho 
total cost of tho stage, which was 
built under tho superintendence of tho 
officers of the Dock Committee, a 
body which at that time performed tho 
duties of the present Bock Board, was 
about £40,000. 



Dreadful Collision off Dungoncss. 

Information has been received at 
Dover of anothor collision off Dunge- 
ness, not far from tho spot where the 
ill-fated Northfieet went down, and 
which, though happily not attended 
with such an appalling loss of life, is 
still sufflcently serious. Instead of 
Dungeness being crowded with wea- 
ther-bound merchant ship ping, through 
which an outward-bound steamer had 
to thread her careful wap on a dark 
and dirty winter's night, there was a 
harvest moon shining brilliantly whilo 
lights on the French coast and those 
of Folkstone could could be seen from 
Dover pier with the greatest ease, and 
even' vessel riding in the bay oould be 
counted. Thero was a nice breeze 
blowing from the south-west, and as 
good fair-weather sailing ns any one 
could desire. The vessels which came 
into collision were both steamers, ono 
proceeding up and the other down 
Channel. Tho vessels in question wero 
tho Milbank, of Sunderland, a small 
scrow barque-built steamer of 830 tons, 
150-horse power, trading from Car- 
thagenafor Sunderland, with a cargo 
of zinc ore, and aline China trader, 
also a scrow, of 2.332 tons, and 500- 
horse power. This one, the Hankow, 
was outward bound and as tho vessels 
approached each other from opposite 
directions an «rror in steering must 
havo occurred on board one or both, 
for it sooms pretty evident that they 
wore both seen by the man on the look- 
out. A collision of frightful violence 
ensued; tho Hankow, from her supeior 
weight and power, struck the Mill- 
bank like a ram on tho starboard side, 
knocking away her main mast, and 
crushing into hor decks as far as the 
hatchways. Tho water poured into 
the ill-fated ship aft; sho gavo a terri- 
blo lurch, and immediately went down. 
Tho crew, which consisted of 28 hands, 
wore, with tho exception of tho watch, 
in thoir hammocks, and of these ten 
wero drowned, no doubt, in their 
berths. Tho captain and the chief 
mate, with thoir wivos, wero also lost. 
The Hankow succeeded in rescuing 
twelve, including the socond malo and 
engineer, who climbed up hor sides bc- 
foro sho got clear, and four others 
were picked up by a boat's crow. Tho 
Hankow cruised off the spot until the 
morninng, and a Deal lugger succeed 
od in finding tho body of tho captian's 
wifo, which was put ou board and sub- 
sequently convoyed by tho steamer to 
London. — "London Paper," 



Reception of John Mitchell 
in Cork- 

Mr. John Mitchell, tho M8rcbol, ar- 
rived ot Queenstown from New York 
recently, in tho Guion steamer Idaho. 
Little notice was had of bis intended 
visit to Ireland, as he loft Now York 
rather privately. His arrival in Ire- 
land was not marked by any demon- 
stration, and fow people grootod him 
at Queenstown. Ho took his depar- 
ture immediately for Cork, whoro tho 
Nationalists, who in tho meantime had 
heard of his arrival, received him and 
conducted him in a carriage and pair 
to the Victoria Hotel. Mitchell is ac- 
companied by his daughter. Some 
addresses of welcomo were in roadi- 
noss to be presented to him, but he 
intimated that ho would prefer not to 
receive them, and thoy were according- 
ly withdrawn. Ho spent a couple of 
hours in receiving the congratulations 
of friends who were associated with 
him in the '48 movement and a host of 
admirers. The news of his arrival . 
having spread through tho city, agroat 
crowd of people congregated about 
the hotel, cheering, aud presently half 
a dozen bands, playing such airs as 
"Johnny conies Marching Home." 
"Johnny, I hardly know you," and 
some other melodies, joined tho throng, 
which was subsequently further aug- 
mented by a torchlight procession. 
The excitement now became very great, 
and the crowds began crushing into 
the hotel to catch a glimpse of Mitch- 
oil, who, being naturally weary and ' 
fatigued after a long sea' trip, deter- 
mined to leave tho hotel and stay at 
tho residence of a friend outside the 
city, where ho would havo quiet and 
rest. He took his departure as quietly 
as possible, but his object was to a groat 
extent defeated, because ho was pursued 
to his retreat by tho crowd, who ohoered 
and seronaded him to an advanced hour 
of tho night. 



Execution in Japan.— The Cleveland 
(Ohio) "Herald" publishes a letter it 
has received from Yokohama, written 
on the 15th of May. The writer says:. 
—•"Tho outbreak (it is not worthy the 
name of rebellion) in Sagaken, in tho 
south, has been quelled. There was 
some bloodshed, a very few skirmishes 
and the insurgent Samourai wero dis- 
persed. Twelve of the more noted of 
their leaders paid the penalty of their 
misdeeds with their heads, and the 
curtain dropped on ono of the scenes 
so common in the Orient — a wholesale 
execution for political offences. Tho 
most illustrious of the insurgents was 
Yeto Shimpei. He had been Minister 
of Justice, aud was in reality lender of 
tho outbreak. He was a soured and 
disappointed man. A misunderstand- 
ing with the Treasurer caused him to 
resign, and he was from the first a bit- 
ter opponent of the Iwakura Ministry. 
He was among those who signed tho 
petition to the Daijokman Grand 
Council, praying or rather demanding 1 
tho creation of a Parliament or 
Legislative Body. Tiring of peace- 
ful measures, ho went to tho south, and 
became tho head and front of the discon- 
tented Samourai of his old home, Saga. I 
met him onco at a dinner party, and was 
very pleasantly impressed. "He was a 
handsome man, of grave and polito mau- 
ner, and apparently very intelligent, and 
of a firm and unyielding disposition. 
Even in that littlo assomblago, where 
every other Japanese guest was an officer 
of high rank under the Govemniont.Yote, 
without oflico and a known opponent of 
tho government, was treated with marked 
respect aud deference. Ho met death as 
he had lived — boldly nnd without fear. 
When, with bared throat and bandaged 
eyes, ho turned his face for tho last time 
towards the oast, ho was asked if ho had 
anything to say. In a firm, unquivexing 
voice he began tho recitation of on im- 
promptu verso of poetry, defouding his 
action and praying for a bright and hap- 
py people for whom ho died. Tho last 
syllable had hardly fallen from his lips 
before the executioner's sword foil. As a 
snecial mark of tho heinous naturo of the 
offence, Yeto's head was placed upon a 
stake and exposed in tho public highway 
of tho disaffected Provinces for 8ovo7a*l 
days.
